Jame* Lick, of San Francisco, was nn 
unkiyable millionaire, of whom acunona 
•tory to tokl. When a pmr,i<mth in 
ftnawylTaaiA he was rejected by the 
daughter of a wealthy miller on occ<>uiit 
of hto poverty. He vowed at that time 
that be would some day bnild a mill 
that would far surpass that of hto sweet¬ 
heart's father. Many years later he 
kept his vow and constructed at Han 
June a mill of highly polished California 
wood valued at £NX).U00. During hto 
lifetime Mr. |Lick lunl few friends and 
apparently cared fur none. He lived 
plainly and was seen very little in pub¬ 
lic. The larger part of hto fortune was 
left to chanties and public institution*, 
one notable bequest being the sum of 
flOU.UOO for the erection of a statue to 
Key, the author of the “Star Spangled 
Banner." 

While many institutions profited by 
Mr. Lick’s posthnmoos gifts, his most 
famous achievement was the establish¬ 
ment of the Lick o b s e rvatory on Mount 
Hamilton, under the management of tha 
University of California. Mr. Lick’s 
body was placed in 18H7 under the base 
of the pier sustaining the great telescope.
